‘ho Session. 


The following concise summary of the 
rincipal events of tho scasion of the 
Domiaion Parliament which closed on the 

th ia given by the Ottawa Herald :— 

Tho first session of the fourth Parliament 
of the Dominion of Canada has come to an 
end, Throo months tho representatives of 
the people of Canada have been engaged in 
logislation, at this city, anda brief review 
of tho session at this time will be of somo 
valao. Perhaps no meeting of Parliament 
since Confederation waa accomplished has 
been so remarkable as this. During th 
last few yoars the people in all parts of the 
coun! fave received an amount of culti- 
vation by the preas and public men, that 
has mado thom dooply familiar with politi- 
cal queation At tho namo timo it muat bo 
confessed that they haye not obtained ax 
deep an inaight into the facts on which 
theso questions are based. They had de- 
cided on a change of Government, and gave 
effect to that decision in a most unmis- 
takable manner at the polls The now 
‘Government at once act to work to any 
‘out that policy which they had promised, 
and so far it cannot be said that thoy havo 
not done so, The first fow wooks of tho 
Seasion were not romarkablo ; the business 
performed waa of alight importance.

decayed industries, We aro all aware that 
law-givera in every ago have made tho 
prosperity and happiness of their people 
tho primary object of their Inbors.

This was the result onder similar ciroum- 
stances at Lake Soogog, as shown in the 
evidence. The Committes have taken no 
medical evidence on this part of the en- 
quiry ; they deom it sufficient simply to 
note the question as suggested to them by 
the evidence, and as one of very gravo im:

The Committeo also find that soreral 
considerable manufacturing es 
would sutfor from the removal of the di 
aforesaid, which would necossarily involve 
the Government, either of the Province or 
of the Dominion, in large pecuniary claims. 
It appears, moreover, to the Committee 
that the interior liae of navigation from 
Peterborough to Hastings, an uninterrupt- 
ed stretch of river and lake of about forty 


and other vessels, by means whereof a con- 
siderable carrying and passenger trade is 
being carried on, would be almost ontiroly 
destroyed by the removal of the dam at 
Hastiogs. 

‘That it has beon made clear to the Com- 
mittee that the removal of the dams at 
Holey’s and at Hastings would completely 
destroy the line of navigation required for 
tho suoveasful operation of tho Cobourg, 
Peterborough and Marmora Mining sod 
Railway Company, in whose entorpriso a 
Ilnrge capital estimated at $1,000,000 or 
thereabouts, has been invested. 

The Committee find that the Commer- 
cial, Mining and Agricultural interests of 
that whole line of counjry would anffer 
from the destruction or removal of these 
works. 

The preservation of an interior line of 
navigation on grounds of publie policy is 
question that haa not been considered by 
tho Committee aa coming within the scope 
of their present enquiry. ‘They, however, 
feel boond to allude to it as worthy of 
mpch consideration, and in that connection 
refer to the fact that a charter was granted, 
by the Dominion Parlisment in 1874 to 
the Huron and Trent Valley Canal Com- 
pany, for the put of utilizing this ine 
terior line as a short and ayailable route 
for canal and water communication from 
the Georgian Bay to the Bay of Quinte on 
Lake Ontario. 

While the Committeo do not find that 
there is evidence before them of any settled
